Florida.  You  will  scarcely  expect  me  to 
give  many  decided,  impression*  a*  to  the 
place  a*  I  have  not  hot  n  ..ere  quite  two 
weeks  yot;  but  acting  on  the  principle  that 
first  impressions  aie  mast  correct,  (  may 
venture  some.  I  presume  I  escaped  some 
pritty  cold  weather  in  the  North.  A  little 
of  it,  however,  overtook  me  before  I  left 
Richmond,  but  making  a  direct  course 
Southward.  I  w*s  v>oW  Irayond  its  severity. 

Traveling  iathi  Sou  h  is  li  t  altogether 
unamutii'g,  though  it1  i*  very  tedious  and 
monotonous.  Nearly  all  of  the  way  Irom 
Richmond  to  Jacksonville  wc  have  nothing 
hut  n  wilderness  of  pineivood  through 
which  to  pnss.  There  is  occasionally  n 
cleared  space  from  which  n  cotton  crop
